Tho “sovereignty” of Jesse Pomeroy 
caused him to kill his play-mate. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Walker “individual sov 
ereignty” must not in any case be over- 
thrown—there can be no real law and 
order! Penitentiaries and jails are made 
expressly to crush the liberty of these 
poor wailing victims. What a horror 
the Kansas prnoibition law is to dictate 
to a “sovereign individual” that he shall 
not haveall the “Irish robin” his bloated 
stomach can contain, get gloriously 
nmk, whip somebody and pay a small 
fine. Wo sball never have any true gov- 
ernment while individual liberty is 
dwarfed by such laws, in accordance 
with Mr. Walker. Now I ask friend W. 
why heis so enthusiastic over his theory 
of anarchy? Ie admits that itbas never 
been tested, how does he know that at 
will not prove to be as bad a failure ag 
any form of government that bas been 
triel? How does Le know the conse- 
quences? Will thera not bo about as 
many rascals and scoundrels loft after 
“sovernment of authority” is nbolished 
as before? About the samo number of 
murdorers and thieves as before? If they 
nro not punished or confined in any way 
will there not be more? Thoy can mur- 
dor, “no law” in tho way, “no authority’ 
to check them! If athief! can steal 
with impunity will he not continue to 
steal? Tho dawnings of the “divine re. 
public” when man shall be a por- 
fect law to himself, is hundreds of 
years off jn the dim nnd distant fu- 
ture. Tho whole earth, theclimate, air, 
water, vepetable and mineral growth, 
must progress, babos must be born with- 
ont a mortgage of consumption and 
aerofula, cholera and small-pox must 
disapponr in this mundane sphere, then 
willdawn the blest ora of heaven on 
entth—man n law to himself.

REMARKS, 

In the absence of the Junior, who 
is now in Arkansas on a lecturing 
tour, the office editor will venture a 
word or two in reply to a few of the 
noints adyerted to by friend Gibson, 
lowing the rest to bo noticed by Mr. 
Walker at his convenience, 

(1) Mr. G. says he has never 
found an Anarchist “outside of the 
Lucieer office.” Then ho has nev- 
er founda Freathinker outside the 
Lecirer office, Every Freethinker 
is an Anarchist in matters of relig- 
ion, Mr, Gibson allows no archy 
(government) to dictate to him what 
ho shall believe and what not believe. 
Some Freethinkers go a little farth- 
erand deny tho right of any archy 
to dictate to them in inatters'of food, 
drink, literature, pictures, statuary 
etc, Wo of the Lucieer otice fol- 
low the logic of frecthought further 
still, We deny tho right of any 
archy to dictate to us in the domes- 
tio or scx-relations; we repudiate the 
right of any government to exerciso 
sovereign powers over the individ- 
ual in trade or commerce, in the is- 
suo of currency or legal tender, in 
tho control of the publio lands, 
ete, In short, we maintain that the 
denial of the sovereignty of God 
through kings and priests implies 
and necessitates tho aflirmation of 
tho sovereignty of man as an indi- 
viduals Uf the sovereignty of the in- 
dividual be conceded then there can 
be no rightful sovercignty of astate 
or nation over that individnal. Ho 
who is a subject cannot, at tho samo 
timo be n sovereign, . 
The sovereignty of the thief, 
robber and murderer is xor “ovor- 
thrown” when he is simply restrain- 
cå from stealing, robbing and mur- 
dering. It was Garjicld's sover- 
eignty that was invaded and over- 
thrown by the deadly assault of 
Tuittean, apd, to prevent the latter 
from attempting tho overthrow oF 
somo other man’s sovereignty it be- 
comes necessary that the bystanders 
should restrain him, cago bim, or, 
perhaps even kil him. Bat this is 
not government of man by man, 
Sclf-preservation is the first law of 
nature and this compels us to treat 
the robber and the murderer as wo 
do the lunatic, the madman or the 
wild beast. ‘That is, we are com- 
polled to treat them as having for- 
feited their sovereignty as men 
among men, This point has so often 
been made plain in tho pages of 
Liari that it amazes us to hear 
friend Gibson persist in bringing 1t 
forward as an objection to the doc 
trines of anarchism,

The chicf question or difi rence, 
however, between the Anarchists 
of tho “Luciren office? and such 
halfway anarchists as friend Gibson, 
we opine, is this: In order to se- 
cure safety against thieves and rob- 
bers, must we or must we not sur- 
render our sovereignty to a figment 
called the State, Nation or Gov- 
ernment? Mr. Gibson aflirms; we 
deny. Co-operative self-defense 
would accomplish the purpose far 
moro cheaply and far more effectu- 
ally than is now done by tho eum- 
brous and teartully expensive ma- 
chinery of government.. 

Mr, Gibson asks, “Will there not 
be about as many rascals and scoun- 
Arels left after ‘government by au- 
thority’ is abolished as before?” 
We think not, inasmuch as wo 
undertake to show that a hundred 
fold nore robberies are committed 
by authority of government than 
are committed in detiance of that 
authority, Also that a thousand 
murders are probably committed by 
government authority (national 
wars) to one committed by privato 
citizens, Tesides this it can Dbe 
easily shown that government incites 
if not compels its citizens to murder 
each other by its interference in 
natural Jaws of trade and in its 
monopoly of the bountics of nature, 

Tariff Jaws, by which tho bhard- 
earned money ot the producer is 
transferred to tho pockets of the 
idle non-produgers; currency con 
traction, by which thousands of 
millions of the peoples’ earnings 
have found their way to the vaults 
of the gold-lords; monopotization of 
machinery, lands and miner by mu 
thority of this same govermnent— 
these are some of the ways in which: 
government shows itself tho very 
prince of robbers.

RELIGION FOR WOMEN AND CHILD 
REN. `

An out-and-out English ngnostie 
remarked to a friend, who wondered 
that he still said grace ut table and 
regularly attended divine worship; 
“We mnst keep up the church as the 
most ‘powerful police institution we 
have; it would be an awful calamity 
to take their religion from the la- 
boring classes, und especially from 
women aud children. All these are 
more easily governed through their 
fears, as their capacity to reason is 
vety limited.” 

Inregard to the first proposition 
all history shows that there have 
beenmore outrages committed by the 
Chureh, through its ecclesiastics, in 
the name of religion, on the sacred 
rights of humanity and best inter- 
ests of society, than by all other 
organizations together. 

Ít has, indeed, been, in all ages, “a 

powerful police institution,” to rob 
the poor, to suppress free thought, 
to make martyrs of noble men, and 
women; but when has it ever risked 
its own safety to fight the battles of 
the people against the oppressions 
of the State? When, by wise coun- 
sels asa united body, has it ever 
averted the settlement of one vexed 
question by war? In the prolonged 
anti-slavery struggle for forty years 
it spoke with no certain sound, until 
the clashing arms and roaring can~ 
non proclaimed liberty throughout 
the nation, But when the indig- 
nant masses awake from the lethar— 
gy of ages the world over, as they 
have already in France, and see how 
they have been deceived, defrauded 
and priestridden, they will repudiate 
the Church and the creeds that have 
so long held them in bondage, As, 
with more general education, with 
the light and knowledge of science, 
the people cannot be innch longer 
swayed by worn out superstitions, 
is it not better for their spiritual 
teachers to begin now to ee them 
what is true, os far as thoy them- 
selves know, and to stop teaching 
them mere speculations and super- 
stitions, the wild vagaries of unbal- 
aucel minds, the accumulated errors 
of the ages? They tell us, by why 
of excuse for their unfaithfuluess, 
that the people are not ready for a 
more rational theology, that. the 
undeveloped mind is not pre parod 
for the whole truth about anything, 
But a measure of tho truth as far as 
it gocs must be better than error; 
and if they are always deluded with 
falsehoods how will they ever be 
prepared to accept what is reason- 
able? We must remember that 
truth is the natural food for the 
human soul,the atmosphere in which 
all its finest qualities most readilywe 
deyelop. Hence those who hold the 
yantage ground of thought should 
give frecly of their richest treasures 
to those who would be delivered 
from the errors of the past. We 
pride ourselves on the munificent 
charities of this Christian civiliza- 
tion, on our unbounded almggiving 
tothe poor and needy; but behin 
those outstretched hands, those ap~ 
pealing eys aud pleading lips, are 
hmigering souls oppressed with fenr 
of an angry God, an all-powerful 
devil, a judgment day, and everlast- 
ing punishment, 

When educated men emancipated 
from these old errors excuse thane 
selves from preaching the truth as 
they see it, because the people are 
not ready to hearit, they should be 
reminded that, as self-constituted 
religious teachers, their special bus- 
iness is to prepare the people for 
steady onward steps. Archdeacon 
Farrar, in the January number of 
the North American Review says 
truly :— 

There muat be progress. Churches have 
been very slow to learn this lesson, They 
have fought to the last for exploded doctrines 
and antiquated traditions, They have often 
resisted to the fastthe advancing knowledge 
of mankind. They have become revolution- 
ary and convulsive in the effort tõkeep 
things fixed when the world is moving for- 


ward, and they have tried to proserre when 
it waa their duty to improve They hava 
kept their oarthen vessels closed so that tho 
swelling tide of hurnan progress did but shat- 
terthem upon theshore, or, at the best, roll 
them hither and thither with their etagnant 
doctrines ratting in a dead theotogy, 


Here is the opinion of a church Ý$

As the present strike on tho Gould 
southwestorn system is exciting a great 
deal of comment in business circles and 
with the publio generally, a fow words 
concerning the respective attitudes 
of that system and the employes 
toward each other and tha + pub- 
lio, will nob come amiss, ‘That 
the pool, organized aud controlled by 
this systemisoncof the most gigantic 
syatems of robbery in existence none can 
deny, Tn its discriminations of rates 
against inercbants of our ditterent cities 
it has ealled forth the denuneijation of 
all honest people. But recently the 
board of trade of Kansas City sout their 
delegate to Chicago to confer with the 
officialaof the Sonthwostern pool, pro- 
testing against tho unjust discrimination 
of freight rates to and fromthis city, and 
with what success? This arrogant cor- 
oration virtually told them to go home 
and attond to their own offairs and not 
to try to fix any pool rates; that tho rep- 
resoutatives of the pool considered them- 
selves amply competent to judge how 
much robbery thoy could perpetrato, 
how tight the screws could be pressed, 
how much extortion the merchants could 
stand without forcing them out vf busi- 
ness and into bankruptcy, The predic- 
tion of Mr. Jay Gould that howonld make 
a whistling station of Kansas City has 
not been forgotten by many of our citie 
zens. ‘That Jay Gould or lis emmssarics 
at his discretion are doing all in their 
pewer to cripple the industries, of our 
city is a fact which makes it evident he 
has not forgotten to, as far aa possible, 
keep his word, 

This of courso has nuthing to do with 


the strike, but merely illustrates what 


will naturally follow in the ovent any 
corporation or individual or organiza- 
tion may offend “his majesty” or any at- 
tempt ou their part to resist his tyranni- 
cal edicts. As tothe organization of the 
Knight of Labor, he is afraid of tho pow- 
er they aro dostinod to wield, Vo crush 
out this ordor while in its infancy is to 
remove from his path a power that will 
resist hiaoppression, To do this is con- 
sequently his desire, ‘That publio opin- 
ion uiay be with him a series of petty 
tyrannies are inaugurated at different 
points.
